Frank Murphy's frantic efforts to 
keep the conferences going 
tween representatives of the 
United Automobile Workers and 
General Motors Corporation. 

Even when it is apparent that 
the conferences descend to the level 
of exploratory talks and futile inter- 
change of correspondence—with the 
Governor acting as messenger— 
they serve as a sort of meaningless 
truce in open warfare. 

For one thing, so long as he can 
keep the meeting in session the 
Governor has a plausible reason for 
not meeting the problem created by 
the “stay-in” strikers at Fint. 

Sheriff Unable to Evict Men. 
General Motors has taken the 

necessary legal steps to compel 
the union’s army of occupation to 
surrender the company’s plants, to 
abandon an illegal position. The 
Sheriff has confessed his inability 
to evict the strikers. He has called 
upon the Governor, who has had 
National Guard troops there for 
weeks “in the interest of peace,” to 
act. 

If the negotiations break down, 
the Governor can postpone the issue

While the Governor, a former 
Mayor $f Detroit and recently High 

Commiasioner of the Philippines, 
has been successful politically, his

last election, winning by about 40, 

000 votes as compared with the

fluence to induce him to permit 
food to be taken through the troops 
to the “stay-in” strikers. And the 
union’s influence has kept the Na- 
tional Guardsmen in a passive posi- 
tion. 

General Motors Demands Action. 

General Motors is demanding 
action. It is reliably reported, in 
fact, that only the Governor's per- 
sistent pleas for peace - backed 
by messages from President Roose- 
velt and other officials at Wash- 
ington—prevented the conferences 
from terminating in failure Sat- 
urday.. They began Wednesday 
and have occupied more than 30 
hours including an extra session 
called by the Governor yesterday. 
What, if any, new element has 
been concocted over the week-end 
remains to be seen. 

But it is certain: at this writing 
(Monday morning) that the oppos- 
ing sides are as far apart as when 
they started, divided on the funda- 
mental issue of collective bar- 
gaining. It boils down to the old 
company theory of dual unionism

A few hours later the smoothly 
advancing parallel columns, based 
on the Loja units, reported they 
had moved down to the gates of 
the city and the spectacular encir- 
clement was completed, 

As the insurgent armies gained 
the heights commanding the city, 
the defenders made what was ap- 
parently a last desperate effort to 
force open a way of escape. Squad- 
rons from the air base 
bombed the insurgent fleet block- 
ing the coast in an attempt to un- 
lock the harbor. Their targets were 
the insurgent cruiser. Almirante 
Cervera and two gunboats, but 
heavy anti-aircraft fire drove. off 
the attacking planes and their 
bombs exploded in the seat and on 
the rocky shore, far from the ships, 

Officers gave much of the cred- 
it for the success of the opera 
to the accuracy of the su 
fire from the warships. 

All along the coast were such evi- 
dences as a tank, blasted into a 
twisted mass of steel by a direct 
hit from the Cervera, and a house 
facing the seaboard’ highway with 
a hole big enough to drive a truck 
through where its front door one 
had ‘been. ö 

Officers indicated that when 
Malaga has been policed,“ Gen. 
Franco might send Gen. Gonzalo 
Queipode Liano’s southern army 
northward both along the coast and 
inland with the objective of takin 
Almeria in the east and Cartagena, 
northeast of here.

$240,000 Spent by Agency. 

In asking the Senate for an ap- 
propriation of $50,000 to continue 
its inquiry the committee today re-. 
ported the Pinkerton agency “for 
the first.seven months of 1936 spent 
something like $240,000 of employ- 
ers’ money for corrupting men to. 
sell out their fellow workers.” 

Citing large manufacturing firms 
using services of espionage agen- 
cies, the committee said General 
Motors Corporation, with its sub- 
sidiaries, paid $167,586 to the Pink- 
erton Detective Agency in 1938. 

Other manufacturing firms the 
committee named as customers of 
espionage or strike-breaking con-

Detective Cook wrote out her 
statement, which she signed at 
6:45 a. m., having fainted once while 
giving it. A short time later, when 
she was back in the general wom- 
en's cell with two ether white 
women and a Negro woman, the 
latter told her she would be hanged. 
Mrs. Zellman became hysterical, 
threw the Negro over a bed and 
swung her fists at the other women. 
She was transferred to a single 
cell in the men’s section and a phy- 
sician was summoned. 


Mrs..Zeliman’s Statement. 

In her signed statement, Mrs. 
Zellman related that she met ‘Pierce 
Thursday afternoon at a saloon, 
where they had several drinks, and 


he invited her to his home, saying 
Mrs: Klie “wanted to make a nice 
meal for me.” She said she went 
there Friday afternoon, finding only 
Pierce at home, and that he went 
Gu! five minutes later, about 2:35 
p. m., saying he was going to a 
nearby saloon for “a couple of 
drinks.” Pierce returned about 3:45 
or 3:50 p. she continued, point- 
ing out that this was five minutes 
before Mrs, Klie came home and 35 
minutes before Klie’s arrival. 
Detailing her conversation with 
Pierce upon his return, she went 
on: “I was in the kitchen of the 
Klie home, putting food on the 
table, as he came in. He said, 
‘Well, the job is done.’ I said, 
‘What have you done?’ He said, 
‘You will find out later.” I knew 
he had killed my husband, for he 
had told me a number of times be- 
fore that he would, and he told me 
not to open my mouth, as he would 
do away with me. He told me I 
would not be around when he done 
the job, meaning to kill my hus- 


As to the prior discussion of mur- 
dering Zellman as related by Mrs. 
Zellman, she remarked, “No one 
would get wise.” She asserted that 
Pierce had threatened her son-in- 


she said she did not know Zellman 
was dead when she wrote it. She 
asserted that, while the police did 
not harm her, they frightenéd her 
into making the statement by tell- 
ing her she might save herself from 
the electric chair if she confessed.

Revolver Missing. 
Zellman was shot three times 
near the heart and shot or stabbed 
in the neck. Three .38-caliber re- 
volver bullets were removed from 
his body. The police have been 
unable to find the revolver used 
by the murderer. Zellman's fully 
loaded .22-caliber revolver was 
found upstairs at his house. 
Early today, before making her 
signed statement, Mrs. Zellman said 
she owned a .32-20 revolver, which 
was at a farm at Summerfield, St.

O' Rourke was told by Mrs. Zellman 
that she did not know anything 
about the weapon used in the mur- 


search of Pierce’s room and the at- 
tic of the Klie house today, hoping 
to find the revolver. They even 
ripped out boards. 

5 Policies on Zellman’s Life. 

Zellman owned the Summerfield 
farm, subject apparently to a $2500 
mortgage. In a safe deposit box at 
the Union Trust Co. opened for the 
investigators by Mrs. Zeliman Sat- 
urday, were five industrial insur- 
ance policies on Zellman’s life, ag- 
gregating $1000 and payable to his 
estate, not to a specific beneficiary.

He said the barge had 
backed off the obstacle easily, and 
added that he thought no damage 
was done. ' 

Another Tells of Damage. 

However, Biff Thurston of Ca- 
tron testified that when the barge 
struck the submerged tree a plank 
was torn off about a foot above 
the waterline. He said no one had 
informed those who boarded the 
barge at the levee that it had hit 
the tree, and had been damaged. 

When the barge stopped at the 
levee, Boyer testified, WPA labor- 
ers, who were being relieved after 
spending ‘the day sandbagging the 
levee, rushed on the barge. He and 
a deck hand tried to stop the rush 
after the barge had been loaded,

Sponsors of the committee, 223 
business and professional men and 
women active in civic affairs, in- 
clude 41 of the 127 who are mem- 
bers of a non-partisan committee 
supporting Mayor Dickmann, a 
Democrat, for re-election. Sidney 
Maestre, board chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce and presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., is one of the sponsors of Nol- 
te’s committee and chairman of the 
Mayor's committee. 

Nolte, now the only Republican 
in the City Hall holding elective of- 
fice, is seeking his sixth four-year 
term, having rejected a suggestion 
that he become a candidate for 
Mayor. 

Held City’s Credit Up. 

As the city’s chief fiscal officer, 
Nolte is largely responsible for the 
excellent credit rating of the city 
and the high standing of its bonds. 
Three years ago his “marked abil- 
ity in the public service”, was rec- 
ognized when he was named re- 
cippient of the annual St. Louis 
Award given for outstanding serv- 
ice to the community. Nolte pre- 
sented the $1000 he received with 
the award to charity. 

So. stanch a Democrat as Charles 
M. Hay, former City Counselor, has 
suggested to newspaper men that 
the city should unite in this elec- 
tion behind Dickmann and Nolte. 
Hay said Nolte, through his advice 
to the inexperienced Democrats 
who were elected to city office 
four years ago, had saved the ad- 
ministration much embarrassment 

In the election four years ago, al- 
though Nolte was the only suc- 
cessful Republican, his margin of 
victory was greater-than that of 
any Democrat. He was elected by 
38,018 votes. 

Statement by Committee. 

A statement addressed to Nolte 
by Clarence T. Case, secretary of 
the sponsoring committee, says that 
no one has exemplified better than 
he that public office is a public 
trust. 

“The position of Comptroller,” 
the statement addes, “is entirely too 
important to be regarded as one 
merely for political exploitation, 
The man to fill that place must be 
one of unquestioned integrity, ma- 
ture business experience, and thor- 
oughly dependable in the handling 
of public money. Honesty, efficien- 
cy and impartiality are most nec- 
essary in any administration.” 

Among the sponsors are some 
who are residents of St. Louis 
County, although identified with 
the business life of St. Louis. This 
was true also of the Mayor's Com- 
mittee.

WILFRED JONES OFFERS: 
RESIGNATION FROM BAR 


Baby Broker Makes Tender to 
Court at Clayton; Disbar- 
ment Suit Pending. 


Wilfred Jones, who is in city jail 
under 10-year peniténtiary sentence 
for his part in the mail fraud grow- 
ing out of the great Muench baby p 
hoax and against whom a disbar- 
ment suit was filed in St. Louis Fri- 
day, tendered his resignation from 
the bar today to Circuit Judge Julius 
R. Nolte of Clayton, as the 


Post-Dispatch said last Thursday 
was his intention. 

In his resignation, presented to 
Judge Nolte by Justice of the Peace 
Samuel Haken of Maplewood, Jones 
surrendered his attorney's license 
and his rights and privileges as a 
member of the bar, effective today. 
Couching his petition in formal le- 
gal verbiage, Jones stipulated that 
the Court might enter any order 
giving effect to the ignation. 

Judge Nolte, uncertain of his im- 
mediate course, said he would take 
the request under advisement and 
refer it to Paul S. Limerick, secre- 
tary of the St. Louis County Bar 
Disciplinary Committee. There is 
some doubt as to whether a Circuit 
Judge may accept a lawyer's resig- 
nation. Ordinarily applications for 
surrender of attorney’s licenses are 
made to the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

A member of the St. Louis Bar 
Disciplinary Committee, which filed 
the disbarment suit against Jones, 
said that petition likely would be 
pressed to a conclusion irrespective 
of Jones’ tender. 

The disbarment petition charged 
Jones with professional misconduct 
in the baby hoax and as executor 
of the $17,000 estate of the late Mrs. 
Rosa Meyer, a post from which he 
was removed last spring by Probate 
Judge Glendy B. Arnold as an “un- 
fit and improper person.” 

Jones’ petition to Judge Nolte, 
which was notarized last Thursday 
by Stanton G. Mockler, said he had 
been licensed to practice law by the 
St. Louis County Circuit Court in 
1903. Formerly he was an Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney in St. Louis 
County.

FUNERAL AT HIS 
COLLEGE CHAPEL 


Private Services Will Be 
Held Tomorrow in. Clin- 
ton, N. V., With No Hon- 


orary Pallbearers.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Private 


funeral services for Elihu Root will 
be held tomorrow morning in the 
chapel of Hamilton College, at Clin- 
ton, N. T., his alma mater. There 
will be no honorary pallbearers 
for the former member of two 
presidential cabinets. 

Mr. Root, 91 years old, died early 
Sunday of bronchial pneumonia 
which developed from a cold con- 
tracted two weeks ago. Around 
him when death came were his 
sons, Elihu Root Jr., and Edwayl 
Root, their wives and Col. and Mrs. 
U. S. Grant III, his son-in-law and 
daughter. 

Expressions of grief and of ad- 
miration for Mr. Root’s long and 
distinguished career came from 
other leading Americans. 

Edward M. House, whose advice 
helped shape many of the historie 
decisions of President Woodrow 
Wilson, termed Root a man of such 
extraordinary ability and influence 
that had he participated in the 
Paris peace conference the whole 
course of world history might have 
been changed. 

Secretary Hull’s Tribute. 

Secretary of State Hull paid tri- 
bute today to Elihu Root as one 
of America’s “leading statesmen.” 
In a telegram to Elihu Root Jr., 
the Secretary said: 

“Mrs. Hull joins me in expressing 
our deepest sympathy to you and 
to the family in your bereavement.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s proposal to “ré- 
form” the judiciary, contained in a

similar proposal which was made 
in 1869. The only difference be- 
tween the proposal theh and now 
is that in 1869 the bill did not pro- 
vide any maximum of membership 
in the Supreme Court while Roose- 
velt proposes a maximum of 15. 

, Then, the Republicans, with 
Grant in the White House, proposed 
to add one Justice to the Supreme 
Court, which then numbered eight, 
and create nine circuit judgeships 
to relieve the Supreme Court Jus- 
tices of the necessity of going out 
into the circuits d hearing cases 
on direct appeal. In connection 
with this there originated in the 
House an amendment, seeking to 
compel Supreme Court Justices to 
retire at the age of 70, which is al- 
most identical with that put for- 
ward by President Roosevelt. 

The 1869 amendment was adopted 
by the House with surprisingly lit- 
tle debate. And although the Sen- 
ate killed it, the retirement amend- 
ment caused only a slight stir in 
that body. Problems of reconstruc- 
tion, to which the court issue was 
ncidental, absorbed the attention of 
ongress at that time. 

Aimed at Superannuated Judges. 

It is fairly clear from the trend 
of the debate that those who framed 
the defeated amendment intended 
it should have the effect of forcing 
the resignation of Justices whom 
they believed to be superannuated. 
Sponsors of the proposal conceded 
that under the Constitution Con- 
gress did not have the power to 
ompel a United States Judge to

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The bill 


for reorganization of the Federal 


judiciary, including enlargement of 
the Supreme Court, which accom- 
panied President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to Congress last Friday, would 
accomplish only to a limited extent 
the reforms urged by the Presi- 
dent. 

Analysis of the measures shows 
that under its terms the following 
curious results might come about 

Instead of the increased per- 

_ sonnel said by the President to be. 
required because of the growth 
of litigation, it would be possible 
for the Supreme Court to stand 

at its present size indefinitely. . 

Or, conceivably, the Supreme. 
Court could be increased by any 
number from one to six, with a 
possibility of an even number of 
justices—10, 12 or 14—and conse- 
quently even division on impor- 
tant cases with its confusing ef- 
fect on validity of legislation. 

Under ceretain circumstances 
Justice or a Judge might not 
be eligible to retire on pay until 
nearly 10 years beyond the stated 
age of 70 and the President would 
have no power to appoint an ad- 
ditional member while he re- 
mained on the bench. 

If all Judges and Justices 
promptly exercised the retirement 
privilege proposed in the bill, not 
a single member would be added 
to the Supreme Court or any other 
Federal Court, and the “speeding 
up” of justice so stressed by the 
President would have to depend 
on the theory that younger mem- 
bers would work faster. 

And of course the possibility of 
decisions by bare majority of 8 
to 7 or other figures according to 
size of the court, would remain. 

In any event, whether judges 
retire or not, the obvious immedi- 
ate and certain. result would be 
to give President Roosevelt at 
once the appointment of six new 
members to the Supreme Court 
and about 19 to other Federal 
Courts,

A Laborer’s View. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AY I commend the fairness of the 
Post-Dispatch in printing the letter 
of the striking employe of the General 
Motors Co.? They should unquestionably 
be permitted to state their case before 
the bar of public opinion, since both sides 
have a right to be heard in the dispute, 

However, the problem is much deeper 
than isolated cases of violence on both 
sides, which unquestionably exist in this 
as in every strike conducted by American 
labor in the first third of the twentieth 
century. 

Labor, on the one hand, permits itself 
to be seduced by the radical “organizer” 
to indulge in mob violence against the 
property of the companies, and the em- 
ployes who disagree with the strikers. 

The companies, on the other hand, have 
found that ordinary police protection is 
unable to cope with destruction of lives 
‘and property by the mob action of labor 
under the emotional strain of anger. 

Personally, I believe that, when labor 
repudiates mob action, it will find busi- 
ness more than ready to repudiate pri- 
vate armaments and police, because they 
are far too expensive and deflect cap- 
ital needed for active business. 

Most American citizens, myself among 
them, cannot support deliberate destruc- 
tion of property as exemplified in the 
beating and intimidation of citizens who 

cept the only employment offered them 
to support themselves. 

We are also repelled by the employment 
of armed thugs, who unquestionably are 
the parasites of labor and business. 

The real fact is that labor and busi- 
mess have so far failed to comprehend 
that their interests are identical, They 
resort to force until they realize its fu- 
tility and embrace reason as the only 
solution to their problem. In my opin- 
fon, it is a needlessly devious route.

There are valid contitutional arguments against 
the Wagner law, The more important of the two 
cases to be heard this week arises from the refusal 
of the Associated Press to re-employ Morris Watson, 
as directed by the National Labor Relations Board, 
following his discharge. The brief of the Associated 
Press contends that its relation with its editorial 
employes is not interstate commerce, does not direct- 
ly affect such commerce, and so is not subject to 
Federal control. This view is constitutionally sound, 
and accords with the decisions of the Supreme Court 
in the NRA and Guffey-Snyder cases. The law can 
also be challenged under the fifth and tenth amend- 
ments. : 
Yet the Associated Press in its appeal to its mem- 
bers through a summary of its Supreme Court. brief 
—signed by John W. Davis, among others—dismis- 
ses these objections to the law with little more than a 
passing reference. The Associated Press bases its 
cage to its membership almost entirely on a purport- 
ed violation of the guarantee of a free press. Acting 
as a “friend of the court,” the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, in a supporting brief filed by 
Elisha Hanson, makes the same profession of an in- 
vasion of the rights of the press by the Government. 
If we leave the Wagner Act out of the case, what 
is at stake fundamentally is the right of labor to 
bargain collectively. If workers in other lines of 
employment are free to organize under the Consti- 
tution, then so are workers on newspapers. 

In itself, the organization of reporters for the pur- 
pose of improving working conditions no more im- 
poses censorship of the préss than does the organiza- 
tion of typesetters and pressmen. Collective bargain- 
ing through the American Newspaper Guild, of which 
Watson is a member, is not different from collective 
bargaining through the Stereotypers and Electro- 
typers Union. 

The appeal of the Associated Press and the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers“ Association is of a piece 
with the attempt of the Blackwell (Ok.) Journal to 
invoke the freedom ot the press guarantee to protect 
it in its purely commercial fight with an opposition 
newspaper, the Blackwell Tribune. The Journal, so in- 
vestigation by the Federal Trade Commission showed, 
cut its advertising rates in an attempt to destroy its 
competitor. 

The measure of a free press is not whether it is 
privileged to conduct its business in a firetrap or to 
employ ‘unfair business practices. It is whether the 
press is free to print the news and to comment on 
the news without fear or danger of Government in- 
terference, censorship or reprisal.

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‘OPPORTUNITY FOR A NEW QUARTERLY. 

Public opinion is a potent, Protean and elusive 
force Whose workings have baffled even the wisest 
of statesmen and whose very definition is a per- 
plexing matter. To further research in this alluring 
field, a new publication has been founded, the Public 
Opinion Quarterly, published by the School of Public 
Affairs at Princeton University. 

This is an auspicious time for a serious journal 
to begin burrowing into the mysteries of public 
opinion, particularly as it is affected by propaganda. 
Probably never before in history have such concen- 
trated efforts been made to influence human be-, 
havior by means of propaganda, ranging over every 
field, from our choice of food and clothing to our 
choice of political philosophies. 

There are great possibilities ahead for this journal 
if its psychologists and statisticians can show how 
the propaganda machines work in swaying opinion 
this way and that for the benefit of their sponsors.

Unbiased foreign correspondents for months have 
been reporting the presence of German and Italian 
troops in large numbers, fighting on the rebel side 
in Spain.

Taking Judges Out of Politics 


Candidate for bench must have political connections to be elected; and these may 
handicap’ his judicial impartiality, St. Louis lawyer writes; agrees primary has 
failed, but thinks Judicial Council's proposal, for special conventions, would be 
no better; its adoption would be “definite setback to hope of beneficial change.”

The present system of nominating judicial 
candidates at a primary election and elect- 


ing Judges at a eral election has proved 


unsatisfactory, at least in metropolitan areas, 

In the selection of a ‘udg:>, certain qual- 
ities should receive major consideration, 
Learning, judicial temperament, experience 
and integrity are requisite. Perhaps even 
more important is freedom from extraneous 
influences, 

No other office requires higher qualifica- 
tions than that of Judge. No other office 
demands more respect if it is to be ade- 
quately filled. Yet the man who aspires 


to the bench must, under present practices, 


pursue the same course and the same tactics 
as the candidate for an office which re- 
quires no training or particular ability. 

Of two candidates filing for election to 
the office of Judge, one may be the ablest 
lawyer in the state, the other barely able 
to meet the requirement that he be “learned 
in the law.” Present methods of judicial se- 
lection, generally speaking, throw the advan- 
tage to the latter candidate. A well-quali- 
fied and competent lawyer generally does 
not enter into the spirit of a political c 
paign sufficiently to win the race from/ an 
opponent more determined upon filling the 
office than gracing it.

A man with an appreciation of the nature 
and duties of his profession will naturally 
consider with distaste the gantlet to be 
run, the expenditure of funds which he can 
ill afford, attendance at countless meetings 
held for the sole purpose of political ha- 
ling and the necessity of currying favor 
party bosses whose only interest is the 
furtherance of their personal powers.

He said he hoped the Eucharistic 
Congress would result in the de- 
velopment of missions. 

The Pope suffered increased pain 
today as a result of the tax on his 
strength by his address.

The Pope’s voice was strong and 
confident yesterday and he paused 
naturally for rhetorical emphasis, 
without the appearance of short- 
ness of breath which marked his 
Christmas broadcast.

“Venerable brethren, beloved chil- 
dren: Although we have already, 
in letters given our legate a. latere, 
addressed ourselves to you who are 
celebrating the thirty-third Inter- 
national Eucharistic Congress, it 
nonetheless is a pleasure to speak 
to you now with the paternal ac- 
cents of our own voice. 

“First of all, we warmly felicitate 
you for the fact you have, with 
great solemnity and with fervent 
piety, prepared a triumph for Jesus 
Christ, the universal King, veiled 
in the eucharist; a triumph we say, 
which, because it emanates from 
souls on fire with lively love for 
our Divine Redeemer, is to be con- 
sidered not as fitful or passing, but 
rather as something which is a 
profound inspiration unto virtue in 
the lives of each of you. Among 
the abundant fruits of salvation 
which we anticipate from your con- 
gress and for which we pray, there 
is one hope of which * 1 make 
mention, the one which your ses- 
sion had particularly in view. 

“It is our hope, namely, that from 
a more ardent love of our Lord in 
the august sacrament of the altar 
and from more frequent commu- 
nion with Him there may come a 
daily increase of devation to mis- 
sions and enterprise for the promo- 
tion of missionary activity. For it 
is from that very source that light 
is given our minds, ardor, to our 
souls and superna! fecundity to our 
labors and good works.

Two columns of , 12 deep, 
and similar columns of men, con- 
verged upon the park, where the 
eucharistic altar overlooked Ma- 
nila bay. 

The men and women were fol- 
lowed by the liturgical procession. 
Visiting Cardinals, in ceremonial 
robes, followed the canopy of the 
Blessed Sacrament. Then came the 
Archbishops, the Bishops, other pre- 
lates, American and Filipino Gov- 
ernment officials, members of the 
Philippine National Assembly, 
papal title holders, foreign consuls 
and others. 

Marchers Sing Hymns. 

One division of the procession 
was composed of youngsters, clad 
in the blue cloaks and white veils. 

The marchers formed a mighty 
choir, and as the procession moved 
they sank the Pange Lingua” and

Reaching the high altar while 
the congregation sang the “Te 
Deum,” the papal .legate, Dennis 
Cardinal Dougherty, celebrated 
benediction of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment.

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Two Most 
Significant of 
Surgical Words 


Asepsis and Antisepsis Have 


Enabled Great Advances 
In Surgery. 


By Dr. M. G. Seelig 


1 should, without a moment’s hesi- 
tation, pick the two: asepsis and 


word because both in odor and in 
appearance an infected wound is 
nothing short of filthy. For some 
thousands of years surgeons never 
knew how to explain the origin of 
these vile infections any more than 
they knew how to prevent them, 
Indeed, they were such constant 
and unavoidable accompaniments 
of both surgical and accidental 
wounds, that surgeons regarded a 
certain amount of infection as a 
good thing, and believed that if, 
after an operation, pus did not flow 
from the wound, the operation had 
not been correctly performed. They 
called the pus laudable or praise 
worthy pus. The old time surgeon’s 
reaction to surgical infections was 
much the same as that of the ordi- 
mary man’s reaction to vice, as 
phrased by the poet, Alexander 
Pope: 

Vice is a monster of so fright- 

ful mien, 
As to be hated, needs but to 
be seen. 

Yet seen too oft, familiar with 
her face, 

We first endure, then pity, 
then embrace. 

Even as late as our own Civil 
War, 1860-1865, American hospitals 
and in particular, American mili- 
tary hospitals, were veritable sham- 
bles, compared with hospitals as 
we know them today. Elective op- 
erations on the abdomen or brain 
or lungs were almost unthinkable 
and even such comparatively sim- 
ple operations as amputations of 
the arms and legs were followed by 
a geath rate that we would consider 
today as ghastly. In those days a 
compound fracture (that is, a frac- 
ture with an accompanying wound 
that leads down to the fractured 
bone) was followed by death from 
infection in approximately 40 per 
cent of the cases. Today such 
wounds are fatal in only the rarest 
instances. About five years after 
the Civil War, one of the greatest 
surgeons in America, speaking be- 
fore a medical society of his col- 
leagues, sought to discourage what 
he considered to be the surgical 
craze of the day td do abdominal 
operations. He said, “Gentlemen, I 
have tried the experiment of open- 
ing the abdomen. I have done it 
on five patients, and I have to 
show for my foolhardiness, five 
tombstones in our local cemetery.” 
e and peritonitis had won 
ou 

In those same good old days of 
yore, it was such a very common 
occurrence for a patient to bleed 
to death after the operation, that 
attendants and physicians were con- 
stantly on watch, so as to be able 
to staunch the bleeding at the ear- 
liest possible moment. Hemorrhages 


occurred so frequently because the 


inevitable infection tended to erode 
or gnaw their way into the blood 
vessels that lay in or near the 
wound. 

All in all this was not a very re- 
assuring or comfortable state of af- 
fairs. And yet, by the efforts of 
two men, Louis Pasteur and Joseph 
Lister, the surgical scene was 
changed: almost as if it had been 
shifted by magic.
